was eff ed, “he Yaw no alee for their paticipetigad 
in a lucrative branch of our commerce, and fuch es 
greatly ftrengthened the British navigation. Oar 
own colonies on the coalt of North America, fent 
provifions and lumber to the Weft India Iflands, and 
they were rifing fo rapidly, that we ought to give 
them every poflible encoucagement..—-The Hon.

farely fire on him, and his men. A’ Mr Wheeler, 
who appeared to be one of Shay’s Aids, met Mr 
Lyman, after he had delivered my order in the moft 
peremptory manner, and made anfwer, that that 
was all he wanted. Mr Lyman returned »with his 
anfwer ; 

“* Shays immediately put his troops in motion, 
and marched on rapidly near 100 yards, I then or- 
dered Major Stephens, who commanded the artille- 
ry, to fire upon them; he accordthgly did. ‘The 


. two firft thot he endeavoured to ‘overfhaot them, in 


hopes they would haye taken warning without firing 
among them, but it had no effe& on them. Major 
Stephens then dire@ed his fhot through the center 
of his column, The fourth or fifth thot put’ the 
whole column into the utmoft confufion. Shays 
made an attempt to difplay the column, bat in vain. 
We had one howit which was loaded with grape 
thot, which, when fired, gave great uneafinefs. Had 
I been difpofed to deftroy them, I might haye ‘char- 
ged upon their rear and flanks with my infantry and 
the two field pieces,.and could have killed the great- 
er pact of his whole army within 25 minutes. There 
was not a fingle mufket fired on either fide. 

** I found three men dead on the fpot, and one 
wounded, who is fince dead. One of ‘our artillery: 
men, by inattention, was badly wounded. 

** Three mutkets were taken up with the dead, 
which were all deeply loaded. 1 inclofe your Ex- 
cellency a copy of a paper fent to me. latt even- 
ing. I have reeeived'no reinforcement yer, 
and expe to be attacked this day by their whole 
force combined.’
